THE  BOROUGH  OF  MACCLESFIELD 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1949.  A  year  overshadowed  for  all  who  knew  him  by  the 
suffering  and  untimely  death  of  Mr.  Arthur  Albinson. 

The  estimated  population  has  again  increased  a  little  over 
last  year  to  36,200. 

The  471  live  births  registered,  247  Male  and  224  Female, 
show  a  decrease  of  165  as  compared  with  1948,  which  brings 
the  Birth  Rate  down  to  13.39,  4.34  less  than  last  year,  3.31  less 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  though  the  Still  Birth  figure 
at  0.38  per  1,000  population  is  0.01  less  than  the  national 
figure. 

There  were  500  deaths,  236  Male  and  264  Female,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  79  over  the  previous  year  and  the  first  time  since 
1941  that  there  has  been  an  excess  of  deaths  over  births. 
Heart  disease,  cancer  and  cerebral  haemorrhage,  in  that 
order,  accounting  for  the  great  majority  of  deaths. 

Infant  mortality  of  19  shows  a  welcome  decrease  of  12, 
though  the  rate  per  1,000  births  of  40  compares  unfavourably 
with  the  national  figure  of  32.  Seven  deaths  occurred  within 
one  week  of  birth,  mostly  within  a  few  hours,  giving  a  neo¬ 
natal  death  rate  of  14.89,  a  little  over  half  of  last  year’s  figure. 

Again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 
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Cancer  (all  forms)  caused  79  deaths,  giving  a  death  rate 
of  2.18. 

Of  the  five  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified,  four  were  over  20 
years  of  age.  The  other  case  was  in  a  child  of  3  years  who 
had  been  immunised  about  18  months  previous.  Two  cases 
sent  into  hospital  as  diphtheria  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
mononucleosis,  but  no  common  factor  was  discovered  between 
them. 

Three  cases  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  occurred,  one  in  a 
child  from  Crewe  already  in  another  hospital  for  another  con¬ 
dition,  one  child  attending  a  local  Day  Nursery  and  an  adult 
who  taken  ill  on  holiday  in  Wilmslow  was  admitted  to  a 
general  hospital  in  the  Town.  Both  children  made  complete 
recoveries,  but  the  adult  died. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  offer  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  to  the  staff  of  my 
own  and  other  Corporation  Departments.

Infants  Deaths 

Of  the  19  infant  deaths,  9  occurred  in  males  and  10  in 
females, 
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Infantile  Mortality 

While  the  general  death  rate  shows  an  increase  the 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  40.42  per  1,000  live  births,  shows 
a  decrease  of  8.42  over  1948. 


19  deaths  occurred  during  1949.  2  are  accounted  for  by 

Prematurity,  3  by  Congenital  Malformation,  etc.,  7  by  Pneu¬ 
monia  and  4  by  Gastro-Enteritis. 

Of  these  infants  deaths  two  were  illegitimate. 

Table  I  shows  the  ages  and  causes  of  death. 

In  4  cases  the  cause  of  death  was  established  by  post¬ 
mortem  examination  or  by  Inquest. 

Neo-Natal  Death  Rate 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  during  the  first  four  weeks 
of  life  was  7  as  compared  with  16  in  1948.  This  makes  the 
death  rate  per  1,000  live  births  14.89.

Scarlet  Fever 

During  the  year  1949,  120  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
notified  and  84  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
In  1948,  30  cases  were  notified  and  24  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Diphtheria 

During  1949,  five  notifications  of  Diphtheria  were  received. 
Three  cases  were  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  one  at 
the  County  Mental  Hospital. 

Immunization 

Since  1939  when  immunization  on  a  general  scale  against 
Diphtheria  was  adopted  in  Macclesfield,  9,174  children  have 
been  inoculated.  This  figure  does  not  take  account  of  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  who  have  been  dealt  with  privately.  Analysis 
shews  that  at  the  31st  December,  1949,  there  have  been 
treated  1,838  children  of  pre-school  age — a  percentage  of 
70.82 — and  3,869  belonging  to  the  5-15  age  group,  giving  a 
percentage  of  90.14 — the  remaining  3,467  being  over  15  years. 

These  figures  are  shewn  in  tabular  form  (see  Table  V) 
according  to  the  various  age  groups  for  1939  onwards.  Thus 
the  figures  for  those  children  0-5  are  shewn  for  each  year  to 
the  right  of  the  top  thick  line,  while  those  of  school  children 
5-15  years,  are  given  between  the  two  thick  lines,  those  below 
the  lower  left  line  being  over  15  at  the  date  mentioned.  Adjust¬ 
ments  have  been  made  in  reaching  the  final  figures  for  those 
children  of  4  plus,  who  during  the  year  continue  to  pass  from 
the  pre-school  to  the  school  group,  and  also  for  those  of  14 
plus,  who  have  reached  their  fifteenth  birthday,  and  are 
therefore  excluded  from  the  5-15  school  group. 

Enteric  Fever 

One  case  of  Para-typhoid  Fever  was  notified  during  the 
year,  and  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

Two  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  during  the 
year,  one  being  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

Three  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  and  one  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
During  1948  five  cases  were  notified, 
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Erysipelas 

15  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified.  During  last  year 
5  cases  were  notified  in  the  Borough. 

Dysentery 

Two  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  from  the  County 
Mental  Hospital.  No  cases  were  notified  in  1948. 

Acute  Pneumonia 

During  the  year  36  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified.  The 
total  for  1948  was  29  cases. 


Measles 

31  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  compared  with  478 
last  year. 


Whooping  Cough 

114  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  a  decrease  of  232 
on  last  year. 


Tuberculosis 

Twenty  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
and  ten  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  making  a  total  of 
30  cases,  compared  with  11  Pulmonary  and  7  Non-Pulmonary, 
a  total  of  18  last  year. 

Fourteen  Pulmonary  cases  received  Sanatorium  treat¬ 
ment  and  one  case  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  entered  an 
open-air  hospital. 

Lice  Infestation 

In  spite  of  persistent  efforts  by  the  Health  Visitors  and 
School  Nurses  to  reduce  this  evil,  it  must  be  admitted  that 
there  is  still  a  very  wide  incidence  of  this  condition.  As  pre¬ 
viously  observed,  adults  play  a  very  important  part  in  main¬ 
taining  fresh  infection. 

It  is  now  the  practice  to  treat  all  such  cases  with  D.D.T. 
and  where  opportunities  are  granted  to  use  this  insecticide 
excellent  results  are  obtained. 

Scabies 

Hurdsfield  House  Treatment  Centre  continued  to  be  used 
as  the  treatment  centre  for  cases  of  scabies,  but  no  treat¬ 
ments  were  given  during  the  year.

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The  Ambulance  Service  has  shown  rather  more  than  a  five¬ 
fold  increase  in  the  number  of  journeys  over  the  pre-July,  1948 
figures.  The  number  of  journeys  since  December,  1948  has  almost 
doubled.  That  the  service  is  abused  is  beyond  doubt  and  in  specific 
cases  where  wilful  abuse  could  be  proved,  action  has  been  taken. 


The  Hospital  Out-Patient  Department  make  increasing  use 
of  the  service,  for  it  facilitates  the  running  of  their  Clinics.  Cases 
solicitously  conveyed  to  and  from  hospital  in  the  morning  have 
been  seen  later  in  the  day  walking  about  the  town.  Continued 
remonstrance  with  the  hospitals  appears  to  make  no  impression 
and  until  the  public  itself  realise  that  the  ride  is  not  free,  no 
material  change  can  be  expected. 

Journeys  to  Manchester.  A  number  of  long  distance  cases 
have  been  dealt  with  by  train.

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EXAMINATION  OF  MILK — 1949 

During  the  year,  54  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination  as  to  their  Cleanliness  and  Keeping  Quality. 

1.  Accredited  Milk.  Of  the  11  samples  of  accredited  milk 
examined,  7  were  reported  to  be  clean  and  wholesome.  4  con¬ 
tained  Bacillus  Coli — the  germ  most  commonly  found  in  the 
intestine  of  the  cow — 1  of  these  being  grossly  polluted  with 
organisms  of  this  nature,  and  failing  to  pass  either  of  the 
tests  prescribed  by  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order, 
1936. 


2.  Heat-treated  Milk.  3  samples  of  such  milk  were 
examined  and  all  proved  to  be  of  wholesome  character. 

3.  Undesignated  Milk.  Of  40  samples  examined  17  were 
unsatisfactory  either  from  the  point  of  view  of  cleanliness  or 
keeping  quality. 


THE  TOWN’S  WATER  SUPPLY 

1.  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in  the  quality  and  quantity. 

2.  The  periodical  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw 
and  filtered  water  are  made  by  the  Borough  Engineer,  and 
monthly  samples  of  water  are  taken  and  analysed  by  the 
Public  Analyst,  from  the  consumers’  taps. 

3.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

4.  No  specific  contamination  has  been  identified  but  the 
Corporation  take  all  possible  steps  to  avoid  pollution  in 
acquiring  control  of  the  Gathering  Grounds  to  Trentabank  and 
to  Ridgegate  Reservoirs.  Most  of  these  gathering  grounds 
are  already  in  the  ownership  of  the  Corporation  and  negotia¬ 
tions  are  proceeding  with  a  view  to  purchasing  the  remaining 
land. 

5.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  houses  and 
farms,  above  the  level  of  the  gravity  supply  the  whole  of  the 
dwelling  houses  within  the  Borough  are  supplied  direct  from 
public  water  mains.  There  are  no  standpipe  supplies,
